CARING FOR INJURED 


After sending out circular let- 
ters to the press telling the peo- 
ple what was to be done for the 
injured and. disabled soldiers it 
now transpires that they are not 
all to come under the beneficent 
rule which wes first laid down ac- 
cording to understanding | that 
every disabled soldier returning 
from the war was to be trained 
in some work that he could do. 
It seems that the disabled man 
in order to be eligible for this 
re-training and support must first 
have been discharged from the 
service. Second, his disability 
must be such that he has been 
awarded or is eligible for com- 
pensation from the War Risk In. 
surance Bureau. It was designed 
by congress to correct the dis. 
ability caused by wounds or dis- 
ease, and to supply the disabled 
man with means of making a live- 
lihood. This is done by capitaliz- 
ing his remaining assets, retrain 
ing them and making them serve 
him in place of those qualities or 
accomplishments which he _ has 
lost. Congress delegated this 
work to the Federal Board for 
Vocational Education which has 
headquarters at Washington, and 
district offices in fourteen differr 
ent cities in the United States. 

The board desires to assist dis- 
abled men in every way, and if 
there are cases where these men 
have not obtained compensation 
or where their status has not beer 
determined by the War Risk In 
surance Bureau, the services of 
the Federal Board are placed at 
the disposal of the individual in 
order to help them find just what 
their status is. 

When cases have been found to 
be compensable, the line fo 
which the man desires training is 
decided upon, he ig given a suffi 
cient amount to support him com. 
fortably while studying; an al- 
lowance is made to his depend. 
ents, more liberal than when he 

‘was in active service, and when 
he has finished and is competent 
if it is a wage-earning occupation 
he has been training for, a posi. 
tion will have been found for him 


by the placement division of the 
board.
